T he population is divided 6,673 males 
and 4,888 females.

T he resig nation of W in. E. Lee, 
superintendent of the state reforma­ 
tory at St. Cloud, was announced on 
Tuesday . The announcement created 
g reat surprise in St. ('loud and other 
parts of the state where Mr Lee is 
well known, as he has administered 
the affairs of that im-titution with 
g ood ability and in a manner entirely 
satisfactory . 
The reason g iven is 
that the work is too confining . 
The 
Journal Press states that the resig na 
tion has no political sig nificance, and 
remarks that “the fir*t thoug ht, that 
will enter the minds of the politicians 
will be that he is a candidate for some 
position in the g ift of the people. 
This is understood as not the case 
or at all events, is not the ruling 
cause of his resig natian at this time.” 


A t Little Falla on Monday evening 
a resolution was adopted by thecoun 
cil providing for the anulluieut of the 
contracts between the city and tt e 
Little Falls Electric and Wat» *r com­ 
pany for water fervtce and lig hts. 
Three out of the five aldermen present 
voted for the resolution. 
What the 
action was taken for is not stated and 
if it is carried throug h it will leave 
the city without lire protection or 
lig hts. 
The Transcript in comment­ 
ing ujtou the m atter say s: 
“The ma­ 
jority of the council simply flatly 
voted to annul the contracts, and then 
employ ed counsel to assist the city hi 
its case. 
Of course, it is well known, 
th a’ those members desire to see an 
issue and trouble between the city 
and the company , and were evidently 
afraid that any reasonable proposition 
the council should make to reduce ex ­ 
penses would be satisfactory to all 
coucerned. 
But they don’t want au 
adjustm ent of any thing they are dis­ 
satisfied with. 
Litig ation and broken 
contracts are what they are after, aud 
the more public aud private interests 
are injured the better it will suit their 
personal aims. 
There had been no 
chance for months to create strife be­ 
tween the city and Electric & W ater 
company , and the only sure way was 
to cancel all coutracts. 
The three 
members probably had no g reat ex ­ 
pectations of their move taking effect 
at once, but they did know that they 
had records to make—and they made 
them.”

Who Is A. D. Murphy ? 


T he Minnea{>oli» Journal is dead 
set on convey ing to the minds of the 
people that deer are being slaug h ter­ 
ed by the car load in the woods adja­ 
cent to Brainerd, and in answer to a 
denial of the report which it printed, 
say s: 
Brainerd 
indig naatly denies the 
statement that deer are being killed 
and shipped from that or adjacent 
(H)iuts, and it is added that A. D. 
Murphy , who furnished tin* informa­ 
tion to the Journal, is n )t known iti 
Brainerd 
For a man who is totally 
unknown in the country , Mr. Murphy 
m his references to it, has shown a 
surprising familiarity 
with 
certain 
landmarks that are well known to tie* 
indig nant ones, and moreover it is en 
tirely unlikely that a man of the sori 
that Mr. M urphy appears to be, is i» o- 
ing to m anufacture a petition a hun 
ilred y ards long and sig n all the 
names to it himself. 
As to the law 
nbibing character of tb« campers up 
in that country —when deer are on 
the move—there have been instances 
in the past sufficiently marked. 
It 
may be that the petitioners have au 
ex ag erated idea of the amount of 
g ame being killed, in which case it 
is so much the better for the deer, 
but that there has not been a deer 
killed since the season closed, is a 
statement not likely to meet with 
g eneral credence, in view of past his 
tory . 
The above paper, printed 128 miles 
from Brainerd, and notwithstanding 
the fact that no one by the name of 
“A. D. M urphy ” lives here, or is 
kuown even in this locality , claims 
this same Murphy is from Brainerd, 
and is rig ht iu his statements, and 
that 
he has a petition a hundred 
y ards long sig ned by our citiznus 
calling for a posse of wardens to clean 
out the deer hunters. 
The Minneap­ 
olis Journal must have souje deep 
¡aid scheme on foot when it will per­ 
sist in stating that such is the case 
when they have been informed to the 
contrary by reliable authority . Prob­ 
ably “ M urphy ” wants a job an g ame 
warden, and the Journal has entered 
into an ag reem ent with him to con­ 
vince the g am e commission that he is 
the mau to sent! ap into this reg ion, 
but an investig ation will show that 
no such state of affairs ex ists, and 
that no such petition has been circu­ 
lated in this city . 
Will the Journal 
produce “A. D. M urphy ” of Brainerd, 
and his petition, or shut up.

A “ LAST CHANCE” YEAR. 


I t W ill B e m L o ns T im « B efor« W o tn« a 
C an F rnp o M A s a in. 
The leap y ear w hich now beg ins is, 
however, to a certain ex tent peculiar, 
since another w ill not oocur for eig ht 
y ears. 
Such au interval has occurred 
twice before iu the history of Scotland 
and only once in the history of E ng ­ 
land, and tw o centuries w ill elapse be­ 
fore it occurs ag ain. The last y ear of the 
present century , 19 00, w ill not be a leap 
y ear, but 2000, the last y ear of the suc­ 
ceeding century , wilL 
The y ear 2100 
w ill ag ain be a common y ear, so th a t 
the nex t period of seven consecutive 
common y ears w ill be between 209 6 and 
2104. 
The rule by w hich this seem ing ly ar­ 
bitrary interference w ith au established 
order of thing s is reg ulated is com para­ 
tively simple, but its history is in m any 
respects both curious aud interesting . 
Ah every one knows, the earth revolve« 
round its ax is and also travels round the 
sun, the one revolution causing the a l­ 
ternation of day and nig ht, the other 
th at of the seasons. 
From the earliest 
tim es meu have made use of both these 
series of chang es as a means of reckon­ 
ing tim e, and had there been a sim ple 
num erical relation between them there 
need never have been auy trooble w ith 
leap y ears and such device;» . 
U nfortunately , however, this is not a t 
present the case. The num ber of revolu­ 
tions which the earth makes when it 
g oes once round the sun, instead of be­ 
ing a whole num ber, is u num ber and a 
fraction, or, in other words, the earth 
g oes round the sun in 865 day s 6 hours 
48 m inutes 46 seconds, 
or 865.2422 
day s. This was not, however, discover­ 
ed in a day . Various g uesses were made 
at the proper leng th of the y ear, and 
calendars were draw n tip iu accordance 
w ith them. 
But in the course of tim e 
the error accum ulated, w ith the result 
that the seasons chang ed places, and the 
vernal c'tiuinox , instead of rem aining at 
a fix ed place iu the calendar, moved 
backward or forw ard according as the 
approx im ation was in ex cess or defect, 
anti ex tra day s had to be intercalated or 
om itted to set thing s rig ht. 
By the tim e of Julius C’apsar the Ro­ 
man y ear, which consisted of 855 day s, 
had worked loose by three months, so 
that the w inter m onths had been carried 
back into autum n. 
In order to prevent 
such confusion in future, w ith the aid 
of Sosig enes, he fix ed the leng th of the 
y ear at 8 66^ day s, or three y ears of 8 6 5 
day s followed by one of 866. 
A t the 
same tim e to bring back the eq uinox to 
its proper place, he intercalated 90 day s 
into the current y ear of 855 day s, m ak­ 
ing it 445 day s—probably the long est 
y ear on record. This was the Julian cal­ 
endar, and to it we owe to this day the 
leap y ear, w hich comes every fourth 
y ear. 
B ut the approx im ation on which the 
calendar was based, thoug h much more 
accurate and convenient than any that 
had preceded it, g ave too lung a y ear by 
the 
difference 
between 865.25 
aud 
865.2422, the error am ounting to a day 
in 128 y ears. 
Iu the course of the cen­ 
turies the eq uinox g radually receded to­ 
w ard the beg inning of the y ear.

fell on the 21st of March, and by 1582 
it had receded to March 11. 
In order to 
restore the eq uinox to the position it oc­ 
cupied iu 825, when the council of Nice 
had diaw n np reg ulations for the fix ing 
of Easter, Pope Greg ory , in 1582, direct­ 
ed ten day s to be suppressed, aud us the 
error was found to am ount to three day s 
in 400 y ears ho laid down that in fu ­ 
ture the last y ear of 
every century 
should be an ordinary y ear unless it is 
divisible by 400, in which case it was to 
be a leap y ear. 
Thus 1900 w ill be an 
ordinary y ear, but 2000 w ill be a leap 
y ear. 
Pope G reg ory ’s correction g ives an 
averag e y ear 866.2425 day s.or 26 seconds 
long er than the true y ear. 
These odd 
seconds w ill am ount to a whole y ear in 
8,828 y ears, aud it has been proposed to 
allow for this error by providing that 
the y ear 4000 and all its 
m ultiples 
shall be common y ears. B at this would 
be pedantic foresig ht, and it is unneces­ 
sary to discuss the q uestion w hether the 
y ear 4000 oug ht or oug ht not to be a 
leap y ear. 
In ag es y et to come, when 
the friction of the tides has so retarded 
the rotation of the earth that 365 day s 
make a y ear, leap y ears w ill be unneces­ 
sary . But that is a still rem oter contin­ 
g ency , aud in the m eantim e Pope G reg ­ 
ory ’s calendar is likely to rem ain iu its 
present foirn.— Edinburg h Scotsman.

The announcement created 
great surprise in St. Cloud and other 
parts of the state where Mr. Lee is 
well known, as he has administered 
the affaire of that institution with 
good ability and in a manner entirely 
satisfactory. 
The reason given is 
that the work is too confining. The 
Journal Press states that the resigns 
lion has no political significance, and 
remarks that “the first thought that 
will enter the minds of the politicians 
will be that he is a candidate for some 
position in the gift of the people. 
This is understood as not the case - 
or at all events, is not the ruling 
cause of his resignatian at this time." 


At Little Falla on Monday evening 
a resolution was adopted by the coun 
cil providing for the anullment of the 
contracts between the city and tie 
Little Falls Electric and Water com 
pany for water service and lights. 
Three out of the five aldermen present 
voted for the resolution. What the 
action was taken for is not stated and 
if it is carried through it will leave 
the city without fire protection or 
lights. 
The Transcript in comment­ 
ing upon the matter says: “The ma­ 
jority of the council simply flatly 
voted to annul the contracts, and then 
employed counsel to assist the city in 
its case. Of coarse, it is well known, 
that those members desire to see aa 
issue and trouble between the city 
and the company, and were evidently 
afraid that any reasonable proposition 
the conned should make to reduce ex­ 
penses woald be satisfactory to all 
concerned. 
Bat they don't want an 
adjustment of anything they are dis­ 
satisfied with. Litigation and broken 
contracts are what they are after, sod 
the more public and private interests 
are injured the better it will snit their 
personal aims. There had been no 
chance for months to create strife be­ 
tween the city and Electric A Water 
company, and the only anre way was 
to cancel all contracts. 
The three 
members probably had no great ex­ 
pectations of their move taking effect 
at once, bat they did know that they 
had records to make—and they made 
them."

A “LAST CHANCE” YEAR. 


I t W1U Be rn Lea* T IM Before 
Qmi Frepeee A lala. 
The leap year which now begins is, 
however, to a certain extent peculiar, 
since another will not occur for eight 
years 
Such an interval has occurred 
twice before in the history at Scotland 
and only onos in the history of Eng­ 
land, and two centuries will elapse bi­ 
fara it occurs again. The last year of the 
present century, 1900, will not be a leap 
year, but 9000, the last year of the suc­ 
ceeding century, w ill 
The year 9100 
will again be a common year, so that 
the next period cf seven consecutive 
common years will be between 9096 and 
9104. 
The rale by which this seemingly an* 
bitrary interference with an established 
order of things is regulated is compara­ 
tively simple, bot its history is in many 
respecta both curious and interesting. 
As every one knows, the earth revolves 
round its axis and also travels round the 
san, the (me revolution censing the al­ 
ternation of day and night, the other 
that of the seasons. 
From the earliest 
times men have made use of both these 
series of changes as a means of reckon­ 
ing time, and had there been a simple 
numerical relation between them there 
need aiver have been any trouble with 
leap years and such devices. 
Unfortunately, however, this is not at 
present the case. The number of revolu­ 
tions which the earth makes when it 
goes once round the sun, instead of be­ 
ing a whole number, is a number and a 
fraction, or, in other words, the earth 
goes round the sun in 865 days 5 hours 
48 minutes 46 seconds, or 865.2422 
days This was not, however, discover­ 
ed in a day. Various guesses were made 
at the proper length of the year, and 
calendars were drawn up in accordance 
with them. 
But in the course of time 
the error accumulated, with the result 
that the seasons changed places, and the 
vernal equinox, instead of remaining at 
a fixed place in the calendar, moved 
backward or forward according as the 
approximation was in exoess or defect, 
and extra days had to be intercalated or 
omitted to set things right. 
By the time at Julius Caesar the Ro­ 
man year, which consisted at 855 days, 
had worked loose by three months, so 
that the winter months bad been carried 
back into autumn. 
In order to prevent 
such confusion in future, with the aid 
of Sosigenes, he fixed the length of the 
year at 865^ days, or three years of 865 
days followed by one of 866. 
At the 
same time to bring back the equinox to 
its proper plaoe, he intercalated 90 days 
into the current year of 855 days, mak­ 
ing it 445 days—probably the longest 
year on record. This was the Julian cal­ 
endar, and to it we owe to this day the 
leap year, which comes every fourth 
year. 
Bat the approximation on which the 
calendar was based, though much more 
accurate and convenient than any that 
had preceded it, gave too long a year by 
the difference between 865.25 and 
865.2422, the error amounting to a day 
in 128 years. In the course of the cen­ 
turies the equinox gradually receded to­ 
ward the beginning of the year. Caesar 
bad fixed it on March 25. By the time 
of the council of Nioe, held in 826, it 
fell on the 21st of March, and by 1582 
it had receded to March ll. In order to 
restore the equinox to the position it oc­ 
cupied in 825, when the council of Nice 
had drawn up regulations tar the fixing 
of Easter, Pope Gregory, in 1582, direct­ 
ed ten days to be suppressed, and as the 
error was found to amount to three days 
in 400 years he laid down that in fu­ 
ture the last year of every century 
should be an ordinary year unless it is 
divisible by 400, in which case it was to 
be a leap year. Thus 1900 will be an 
ordinary year, but 2000 will be a leap 
year. 
Pope Gregory’s correction gives an 
average year 866.2425 days,or 26 seconds 
longer than the true year. These odd 
seconds will amount to a whole year in 
8,823 years, and it has been proposed to 
allow for this error by providing that 
the year 4000 and all its multiples 
shall be common years. But this would 
be pedantic foresight, and it is unneces­ 
sary to discuss the question whether the 
year 4000 ought or ought not to be a 
leap year. In ages yet to come, when 
the friction of the tides has so retarded 
the rotation of the earth that 865 days 
make a year, leap years will be unneces 
sary. Bat that is a still remoter contin 
gency, and in the meantime Pope Greg­ 
ory's calendar is likely to remain in its 
present foim.—Edinburgh Scotsman.

laborers lu tlie State of Colorado, and

fdtiiili« *s of some of the unfortunate 
victims invite, by their dep lorable con­ 
dition. gracious p rovision 
for their 
needs.’ 
“ If now ap p « *ars that in addition to 
three of these laborers, who were riot­ 
ously killed, two others who eseap eil 
d« *ath by flight ineurreKl p itiable disa­ 
bilities througli exiHisure and p riva­ 
tion. 
“W ithout dis« *u**ing the qu« *stion or 
the liability of tlie I ’niteel States for 
these re*sulfs. either 
by 
reason 
of 
treaty obligations or tineler the general 
rules of international law. I venture to 
urge up on the congress the p rop riety 
of making from the p ublic treasury 
p romp t and reasonable p ectilary p ro­ 
vision for those lnjure« l and for the 
families of tho*e who were killed. 
“To aid In the ee n*(deration of the 
subj« *ot, I ap p end hereto a rep ort of 
the secretary of state, aceonqianied by 
certain corresp ondence which quite 
fully p reseats all the feature's of sev­ 
eral cas-'s.

nual message allusion was made to 
tho lawless killing o f certain Italian 
laborers In tbs State of Colorado, and 
It was added 
that ‘the 
dependent 
families of some of the unfortunate 
victims Invite, fey their deplorable con­ 
dition, gracious provision for their 
needs.’ 
“It now appears that In addition to 
three o f these laborers, who were riot­ 
ously killed, two others who escaped 
death by flight Incurred pitiable dias 
butties through exposure and prix* 
tlon. 
“Without discussing the question of 
the liability of tbs United States for 
these results, either by reason 
of 
treaty obligations or under the general 
rules of International law, I venture to 
urge upon the congress the propriety 
of making from the public treasury 
prompt and reasonable pecuiary pro­ 
vision for those Injured and for the 
families of those who wore killed. 
“To ald In the consideration of the 
subject, I append hereto a report of 
the secretary of state, accompanied by 
certain correspondence which quite 
fully presents all the features of bot 
cm l cases. 
—Grover Cleveland.” 
“Executive Mansion, Feb. 3. 188®.” 
T h e report of Secretary Dilley re­ 
ferred to by the president Is as fol­ 
lows: 
‘T o the President: I hand you here­ 
with copies of the correspondence on 
file In this departm ent relating to the 
case of the Italians lynched a t W alsen­ 
burg, Colo., In March, 185. The facts 
are without dispute, and no comment 
cr argum ent can odd to the force of 
their appeal to the generous consider­ 
ation of congress. Three persons were 
killed outright, while tw o others sus­ 
tained injuries of a character the most 
disabling as well as painful. 
‘T h e only question would seem to 
be as to the am ount of the gratuity in 
each case, which m ust rest, of course, 
wholly In the direction of congress, to 
whom It can hardly be necessary to re­ 
cite statutes of many states of the 
Union fixing the maximum to be exact­ 
ed in the case of death caused by neg­ 
ligence a t the sum of $5,000.

The accompanying correspondence 
consists of letters exchanged between 
Baron Fava, the d e trim e n t of state 
and Gov.

Besides being perm itted to keep the 
birds, fo r tlie sake o f tlieir co m pany 
ami influence, the co nv icts are also ai- 
lo wed to raise them to sell, and many 
a do llar is <» re<lit<» <l to the acco uuts o f 
the priso ners fro m this so urce. Of 
co urse the co nv ict handles no ne o f.th e

tw o fo rm erly did. Intensified farm ing 
has do ne this, but few farm ers are as 
yet runnlug th eir farm s to tlieir full 
capacity, anti much rem ains to be do ne 
beftrn» all will succeed in m aking ev ery 
acre they o wn pay n pro fit. 
T hat land m ust hav e o ccasio nal rests 
fro m cro pping w as no t m any years 
ago regard« » « ! as a saying no t to lx» 
questio ned, and o ne year t» ut o f ev ery 
thr« » e o r fo ur it r« » ste« l and recuperated.

CAM ARIES AMD OOMVICTS. 


•I* H aalrei Feathered Seawaters la 
BUehlaru’a Principal Prison. 
Convicts in the Michigan state pris­ 
on have many more favors than those 
of almost any other penitentiary In 
the United States, and It is the belief 
of the management of the institution 
that for his reason there are fewer 
outbreaks or lawlessness than are 
found elsewhere. Among the favors 
granted to them here is that of keep­ 
ing and earing for birds. There are 
fully AUO feathered songsters in Michi­ 
gan's principal penal Institution, all 
owned and eared for by the convicts, 
and as soon as daylight approaches on 
bright mornings tlieir sweet notes arc 
heard in striking contrast to the natur­ 
al feelings of their owners. 
Many of the most hardened crim­ 
inals, from their general appearance 
aud history, wonld not be expected to 
care for anything of a refining nature, 
yet they tenderly care for and caress 
their little pets. 
More than three-quarters of the cells 
in the prison contain one or more ca­ 
naries, and they are also found in va­ 
rious shops throughout the institution. 
During the day the cages are hung 
outside the cells to give the birds light 
and air, but as soon as the convict re­ 
turns from work at night the cage Is 
taken inside. 
The practice has been carried on in 
the prison for years, and the officials 
say that instead of any detrimental 
effect being noticeable, the little song­ 
sters have proved a benefit, as they 
not only give the cells a more home­ 
like appearance, but they also wield a 
decided Influence In the way of hu­ 
manizing the most reckless and hard­ 
ened criminal. 
Besides being permitted to keep the 
birds, for the sake of their company 
and influence, the convicts are also al- 
lou’ed to raise them to sell, and many 
a dollar is credited to the accounts of 
the prisoners from this source. Of 
course the convict handles none of. the 
money realized from the sale of the 
birds until he is discharged, but it it 
placed to his credit in the prison flank 
‘hicago News. 


fiadscM Methods lo Fermion WHI 
Brian Beosooohle Heteros. 
Tira merchant pats aa rainy dollars 
to his business na he feels reasonably 
anre will bring bim in a profitable re­ 
turn. The farmer should pat as much. 
and no more, money in lands as he can 
cultivate or manage profitably, making 
every acre bring in a profit each year. 
It la not necessary either that be 
should own as many acres to do a cer­ 
tain amount of farming on as in form­ 
er years. We have so improved upon 
oar methods of maintaining soil fertil­ 
ity, of rotating and cultivating crops 
that taking a series of years together, 
one acre will now produce as much as 
two formerly did. Intensified farming 
has done this, but few farmers are as 
yet running their farms to their full 
capacity, and much remains to be done 
before all will succeed in making every 
aire they own pay a profit. 
That land must have occasional rests 
from cropping was not many years 
ago regarded as a saying not to be 
questioned, and one year out of every 
three or four it rested and recuperated. 
This jesting was necessary in order 
that the Tnineral elements in the soil 
might become soluble and available. 
In mauy instances where lands were 
continuously cropped for a good many 
years they became unproductive and 
were abandoned, because It uhs In­ 
hered that they were completely M’orn 
out. But a riper experience showed 
that ouly certain elements had become 
deficient In the soil, and that these 
might be added economically iii the 
shape of concentrated manures. The 
use of commercial fertilizers has done 
away with the necessity of resting 
lands and made it possible for the 
general farmer to crop the same con­ 
tinuously, and still maintain their fer­ 
tility. It Is much cheaper to go on the 
market and buy such mineral plant 
food as the soil happens to lack, or is 
necessary to make a paying crop, than 
it is to rest lands and allow the labora­ 
tory of nature to do the work in the 
«dl. Catch crops must be used when­ 
ever it Is possible in any system of 
continuous cropping, aa Hie cheapest 
and best means of supplying humus to 
the soil. 
But while trying to make my acre on 
the farm pay a profit, the greatest 
trouble Is to find some crop uTiich Mill 
pay for furnishing the fertilizer that 
Is necessary for this system of farm­ 
ing. Some sort of a vegetable 01*01) is 
best for this purpose, but there is a 
limitation of demand for them, which 
often leads to glutted markets; aud 
often the farmer is too far away from 
his market to find them profitable. 
With us we grow potatoes as a money 
crop, and upon which we use all tile 
fertilizer that is needed iu the rota­ 
tion. If they could be sold to good ad­ 
vantage, cabbage would be a good 
crop to grow aud fertilize. Each of 
these crops is generally profitable, but, 
like anything else. sometimes there 
comes a glut when they bring no pr. fit. 
We have, in our cora, a crop that Is 
always profitable. If we haven’t stock 
to feed it to on the farm there is al­ 
ways a ready market for the grain at 
prices above cost of production. This 
crop the out-of-the-uny farmer can 
grow and handle more easily than any 
other. Clover and com should, always 
go together in a crop rotation. The 
clover will thus furnish, from year to 
year, the rich, nitrogenous material 
that will give the corn luxuriant i 
growth. 
Small fruits are crops that can lie 
fertilized with a liberal band .and will 
pay for the outlay. When the farm is 
small and lands and markets are suit­ 
ed to the business, nothing will pay 
better, one year with another, than 
small fruit culture. Every acre can be 
made profitable if care is taken to pro­ 
duce fruit of first-class quality, and to 
market It In proper sliaiie. 
While much Is being said upon the 
subject of forest preservation, the 
most unprofitable land on farms now 
is that which has never been put In 
cultivation, and which, in most in­ 
stances, is covered with a heavy un­ 
dergrowth. and from which most of 
the valuable timber has been removed, 
or has gone into decay. So far as the 
profit is concerned, these acres had 
better lie cleared up aud put to some 
profitable use/as they are an expense 
to the farmer as they now stand.- 
Warder in Journal of Agriculture. 


of chicory were harvested to Nebraska 
during the past season, turning to its 
culture being on«Tof the lessons incul­ 
cated by the drouth conditions prevail­ 
ing there for several seasons, psst. 
Chicory appears to be well adapted to 
the soil and climate of Nebraska, al­ 
though not much profit has beal made 
from It in the state until tost year, 
now a half dosea chicory factories are 
manufacturing the Nebraska product 
and the producer to finldng it a profita­ 
ble crop, said to be about ten times aa 
profitable as an equal acreage of grain 
would be. The roots grow quite heavy, 
and the flavor to superior In point of 
delicacy to that of the imported prod­ 
uct. No great amount of agricultural 
skill is required for its production, and 
Nebraska chicory is now selling freely 
in Chicago. St. Louis, New York and 
San Francisco. It affords one instance 
of the cultivation of minor crops fur­ 
nishing a relief from the hardships of 
low priced grain, and its commercial 
value is increasing with increasing de­ 
mand.

Clover Smothered br Mannre.

The same manure, fer­ 
mented aud made flue, will sift through 
the leaves and mulch the soil around 
the clover roots. If the manure is of 
last spring seeding, it Mill pay in spring

I manure has been spread. 
This will 
change the particles of manure to a 
now place, and will stir the soil under 
them, mixing soil and manure together, 
so that the groMih of clover will be 
greatly accelerated 
In early spring. 
Clover has the power of using atmo­ 
sphere nitrogen in the soil through its 
roots. But it can only do this late In 
the season, or after the warm weather 
warms the soil. While the water Is 
cold, clover will respond to increase of 
nitrogen in the soil as quickly as any 
other plant. It is good policy, there­ 
fore, to toinlress with finely composted 
manure so as to get the clover as quick­ 
ly as possible 
into position to help 
itself.

Unproductive Black Land. 
Enquiry has been made of us as to 
the reason why black, boggy lands, 
after drainage, prove to be unproduct­ 
ive and useless. Bulletin No. 57, by 
Dr. IIustou,( of our state agricultural 
experiment station, is devoted to the 
improvement of unproductive black 
soils, and on page SS is the answer to 
the query referred to:_ 
“After an experience"of four years In 
making observations and experiments 
on lands similar to those described 
above. I am convinced that, in every 
case that I have examined, the diffi­ 
culty arises from bad drainage and a 
failure to reduce the Mater level to A 
proper point. I believe that for corn- 
culture (and these lands are of high 
value as corn lands and often not de­ 
sirable for other crops) the permanent 
level should be reduced to forty-two 
inches. It Is certain that with a per­ 
manent water level of thirty inches, a 
little cora can be raised, while with a 
permanent level of forty-two inches, 
first-class crops have been grown for 
nineteen years.”—Indiana Farmer.

Getting Rid of Cora Saint. 
A bulletin from Purdue University 
of 
Indiana 
is 
devoted 
to 
coni 
smut, which is very prevalent to the 
West, where corn is often grown year 
after year on the same land. Experi­ 
ments show that the growth of the 
smut Bjiores may be prevented by 
spraying with Bordeaux mixture. But 
tills is an expensive and difficult pro­ 
cess, as the leaves of corn win protect 
the loM’er portions, Mhere the spores 
may be lodged. “A better practical 
way,” says American Cultivator, “is 
to go through the <*>rn about the time 
the ears are fonnlng and destroy an 
the signs of smut that may be visible. 
While in its damp state this smut 
should lie put in paper bags and eith­ 
er burned or burled deeply to the 
ground. Going through the corn field 
tM ice. once and early and a little be­ 
fore the time to cut the corn, will de­ 
stroy nearly all the smut and prevent 
its doing much injury for several 
years.”
